In the little tfaatcticd cottages of Done- 
gal and Connemaia loonu and apinning 
wheela are busy maavfoctwing home- 
■ptiot for royal wearera. The Kinga and 

Queen!) of Europe have decided that 
theae manufactures ore fit for court attire, 
and llie peasants of the North and West 
of Irelanil are reaping a f{oIden harvest. 

Two years ajjo yueen Victoria ordered 
a large quantity of Irish home-made 
woolens. Tbia immediately created an 
outside interest in the goods and a few 
week* sufficed to set all the idle looms in 
motion. Orders are now being received 
from every city in Burope sad several 
lots have been exported to the United 
States. A large order recently came 
from Persia, and even in Australia the 
homespun is not unknown. The peas- 
ants are rapidly l>econnnK prosperous 
compared with their circninst«iict'.s a ftw 
yeara ago. The new market for their 
gooda baa daimcd every yard they mauu- 
factnra, ao tbat while royalty flannU the 
homeapnn the cotticta are oontent with 
the cheaper mUl sfticle. 

For hnndreda at yaara the peaaaotry of 
Ireland clothed thsnselvea in garmenta 
of their own manufacture. Less than 
fifty years ago no wedding was complete 
without a spinning wheel heading the 
list of presents from the parents of the 
bride. Even in "poor ould Ireland," 
however, machinery has made such 
atridea that bad Queen Victoria delayed 
much longer in pladag the first royal 
order for the homeapnn the aonad of the 
loom would not now be heard in the 
laud. As it is, old wheels are being 
duste<l and renovated; fingers that had 
almost forgotten the duties required of 
them are being quickened again to work, 
and young hands are rapidly becoming 
expert with practice. 

Donegal is the center of the present 
activity in homeapnn ciiclea, and the cot* 
tsgas sloag the mountsia aUtos ars filled 
with the hum of bosy workers. The 
entire family apend the winter months at 
reel, wbeel and loom. When the days 
lengthen and the sun grows more genial 
work on the little patch of ground neces- 
sitates a decrease in their production. 
Potatoes must be planted, a few cabbage 
plants "dibbled" in the ridges and a rood 
or two of oats "trenched." Then follows 
the hay-making season, with ita delight- 
ful weather and cloudless sky. No mat- 
ter bow many orders royalty may send 
for homeapnn theae hardy hill folka will 
"take things aisy in summer days." 
These simple peasantry live to please 
themselves, and their pleasure is usually 
the fulfillment of a general desire to take 
their own time for doing things. They 
like the sunshine and the growing mea- 
dows, the green pastures and the moss- 
covered banka. There is something in 
the white thorn that calls them to the 
hsdgeiow when it ia white with bloaaoma, 
and not for Raid would they miaa the 
amall birda' chorus. Therefore it follows 
tbat the homespun taarveat will be reaped 
only when the rain beats pitilessly on 
the roof and tht wind moans and groans 
in the 'wicker cliinuiey. 

A cottage owning a loom msy always 
be known by its unusual length. The 
loom fills one end of the cottage, which 
is only one story in height. Additional 
floor space for apinning wheels makea a 
greatly increaaed frontage neoeasary. 
This is done at the expense of proportion 
and gives the abode a squatty appearance 
that is deceiving. The walls of the cot- 
tages are whatewashed a couple of times 
each year and are remarkable for their 
cleanliness. 

The machines used in manufacturing 
the homespuns are amazingly crude in 
appearance. They are very serviceable 
Mid enduring, ia apite of their lack of 
finished worknanahip. Looms srchsnded 
down frotfi one genemtioa to aaolber and 
the secret of the age of most of the spin- 
ning wheels belongs to the workers of 
another linu-. .•\11 the machines are per- 
meated with the odor of turf smoke, and 
the natural color of the wood used in 
their construction has long since been 
dyed black by the burnt peal. 

It is astonishing with what accuracy 
theae century old machines operate. On 
one of theae old looms was woven the 
Irish linen presented to Queen \^ctoria 
on the occasion of her jubilee in 1887. 
The Unen waa said to be the finest ever 
manufactured. 

Predictions have Ijeen made to the 
effect that the homespun industry will 
again spread over the whole of Ireland. 
Little surprise will be caused by this, at 
least to those who have followed the 
growth of the lace industry during the 
Mt few years. In many districts it has 
btX almost impoacible to engage serv- 
avmni account T>f their being busily em- 
ployd working at the moot costly Irish 
IK^^d other kinds of fancy needle- 
vjor>iT Schools have been established at 
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different centers of population tor in- 
struction in lace work, and as many as 
fifty pupils attend aingle seminaries 
daily. Special oalca of Irish home-made 
products have been held with great auc- 
cess in London, Dublin snd Belfast. 

The lace and homespun industries are 
closely allied. The jieasants of the 
South have practically a monopolv of 
the lace business, while the homespun 
weaving center is in the North. Years 
ago large quantities of woolen fabrics 
were manufactured near Belfast, but the 
cottage looms have long since been 
ousted by the big fsctories employing 
thousanda of men and women. 

Most of the homespuns are sold to the 
merchants of the very small villages dot- 
ting the country. They are then pur- 
chased in bulk by iIk- big retailer, who 
receives orders from all parts of the 
world. At I'rfstiit an attempt is being 
made to deal directly with the people 
without the inteference of the middle- 
man. As there is every chance of ita 
aucoeeding it is to be esrneatly hoped

Covlnston Odd Fellows Make 
Amende Honorable to 
Catholics. 



An apology from the Odd I'ellows of 
the city was read from the pulpits of all 
the Catholic churches of Covington on 
last Sunday, says the Catholic Telegraph. 
The circumstances of the apology were 
as follows: Bight years ago Odd Fellows' 
Hall, which up to that time had been 
rented occasionally Jqr the vsrions Cstho- 
lic chnrchcs sad sffRties for sodsl func- 
tions, waa the acene of a violent, msli- 
ciotu and false attack upon the church 
by the notorious ex-I'riest Kolin. The 
parishes of the city were advised by Very 
Rev. Ferdinand Brossart, V. G., to re- 
frain from using the hall thereafter and 
have never uaed it since. As the rental 
obtained from Catholica before the above- 
mentioned incident had been oonaiderable 
the Odd ii«Uows two weeks sgo saked 
Father Bosssft why the CsthoHcs had not 
been renting the hall aa was their wont 
yean ago. The Vietr General plainly 
told them the reason. The apology was 
the outcome. After expressing regret 
over the ocnitn iu i-, the resolutions 
adopted say ; ' ' We hereby desire to ex- 
press to the Catholica of Covington our 
sincere regrets over the aforesaid occur- 
rence, and that we sre ever determined 
that neither they aor any other honoraUa 
elsss of our dtisens shall, with onr 
knowledge snd permission, ever be 
calumniated or maligned in the hall over 
which we have oDatrol.'>

U IIPORTUT FACTOR II HISTORY 



A rcpmcBtative of the Kentucky Irish 
American called npon Dr. J. W. Fowler, 

who ao ably represented the Catholics of 
Kentucky in the Catholic Federation 
convention which last week met in Cin- 
cinnati, and requested him to relate the 
pari he took in the proreedings and his 
impresaiona of the convention and its 
work. Dr. Fowler said: 

"1 am very partial to the Kentucky 
Iriah American, and woold, if I poisessei 
the power, tell you all I aaw snd know of 
what is regarded by leading Catholioea, 
both clerical and lay, to be the greateat 
Catholic convention tbat ever assembled 
in the United States, but it would be im- 
ix>ssible for me to tell you what trans- 
pired in this big four days' session con- 
vention, which from the hour it started 
until it doaed worked night and day to 
such an extent that Its a wai bsrs were 
physically warn oat 

"The conveutiob waa a ddsgated body, 
repreaenting all portions of onr AoMricsn 
possesaions, and waa called for the par- 
pose of federating, if poeaible, the Catho- 
lic societies of America. Hon. Edward 
J. McDermott and myself were elected by 
the Catholic I'niou of Kentucky as its 
representatives in the convention, with 
full power to act On account of the ill- 
ness of my colleague'a wife he was un- 
able to attend and tbcrafore I was com- 
pelled to stand alone in advocating such 
mesonres aa I thought oar ssetloe ol the 
country desired, and whers I Isllsd ia By 
efforts I feel that it waa bccanae I had 
not the aid of my distinguished fellow- 
delegate. I reached the convention hall 
just as the first session was called to 
order. It was truly an inspiring sight 
and made an impression on me which will 
fade only with death. The convention 
was held in the Auditorium, a amall bat 
elegant theater, which waa gayly draped 
with Aawticaa flaga and Imnting and the 
effect waa one of brilliancy and patriot- 
ism. In the center of the stage was a 
large portrait of our Holy Father, Pope 
Leo XIII., and one of our President, 
Theodore Roosevelt, hooke<l together by 
festoons of American flags. On the stage, 
occupying the center, stood the tempo- 
rary President, Henry Fries, of Erie, Pa, 
Around and about him sat His Grace 
Archbishop Elder, of Cincinnati; Gov. 
Naah, of Ohio; Mayor Fleiachman, of 
andnnati; IU|^t Rev. Bishop MeFanl, 
of Trenton, M. J.; . Right Rsv. Bishop 
Messmer, of Oreen Bay, Wis.; Right 
Rev. Bishop Maea, of Covingtou, Ky.; 
Right Rev, Bishop Hortsmann, of Cleve- 
land, O.; Judge Thomas W. Fitzgerald, 
of New York; Hon. T. U. Miunehsn, of 
Columbus, C; Hon. John J. Coyle, of 
Philadelphia, Pa.; Hon. Thomaa B. Mc- 
Kenna, of Long Branch, N. J., and many 
othcra, forming the most distinguished 
body ol Catholi'; divinea and Uymea I 
ever aaw. 

"The first time I received recognition 
from the chair waa upon a point of order, 
raised by myaelf , to the aflect t|uit the 
convention conld not proceed to bustneas 
until its Committee on Credentials report- 
ed. I spoke to this point because the Presi- 
dent was making up his committees 
with only a portion of the roll of 
membership before hiiu. The chaii de- 
cided the point of order well taken, but 



declared tbat as he waa making up his 
committee sUnirfy, he tbooght in order to 
expedite busineas that £e convention 
could tiaaasot basines^ pending the 
report of the cootadtteeJ Still holding 
the floor, I nplled thsit under parlia- 
mentary rulea, as I undenlood them, any 
business transacted would be regarded aa 
illegal until the membership of the con- 
vention had b^en ascertaineii. and that 
while I bad not come to the convention 
for the purpose of impeding it in any 
way, but on ^e contrary,, had come to 
strew flowers l^n the path of those who 
had made it %nch a signal success, yet I 
regarded it of paramount importance that 
the coBvtation abonld pr9-x<^<i properly 
and lawifnlljLt tending the discuaaion 
the committ««<Si.o«b4^Mis mads their 
report. ' , 

"My next recognition hy' tlit- chair was 
upon a motion which had.Jthe effect of 
depriving women of membership in the 
convention. I had decided convictions 
upon this subject and expressed myself 
favorable to their admisskm. This part 
of the debate on the ooakitntion was 
the most exciting snd haitlMt fought of 
any and brought out the iiost brilliant 
apeediea from both priest 'and layman. 
A cold blooded delegate from the Far 
Bast charged the "gentlem^ from Ken- 
tucky" ss speaking only l^m a senti- 
mental or chivslrous standpoint. Kly 
reply was thst chivalry to a certain extent 
might be the impelling motive, but that 
I had spoken from a sensp of justice, 
that onr Kentucky Unl^n admitted 
women to ita mcmhorship, jpd that I, sa 
iu delegate, oonld not do Asi sliii tbsa 
contend for them. At thl# point s fiae- 
looking, good-nstnrsd Oeipan dslegats 
got the floor and declared llWK was an 
old German proverb which' said "Leave 
your wife at home," and before he could 
explain what he meant the convention had 
broken into uproarious laughter, which 
had the effect of helping those speaking 
for the women. The final vote, which 
resulted in favor of the ladles, was very 
close, ao much ao that it ws| neceaaary to 
call the rolL My laat recognition by the 
chair waa when I aroae to pit Louisville 
in nomination for the next convention. 
Several cities were put in nominstion, 
but one by one withdrew until I^uisville 
and Chicago were left to be ballote<l for. 
From open expressions from all over the 
house I felt that I had the race won, 
when the unexpected happened. The 
Secretary announced from the stage tbat 
it waa the wiah of Sight |t«f Biah<9 Me- 
Fanl that Chicago be aetoctejl^ the next 
place of meeting. TlM^s^sfS erfss from 
all over the hoose lyiw1>ilt||iMM|||willi 
and counter-criea oet u> vmHM^that 
Louisville woul4.,win, but recognizing 
that the distinguished divine waa the 
guiding spirit of the federation ides, and 
purely out of respect to his wishes, I 
made a speech withdrawing Ix>uisville 
and moved that Chicago be unanimously 
chosea. 

"Aside from peraonaltiea, the srork of 
the convention was oooiplste sad har- 
monious, federating upon linea accept- 
able to all. The plan which finally pre- 
vailed was the State Federation plan — 
each county in the State to organize and 
send delegates, as provided in the con- 
stitution (which the Press Committee 
will soon issue), to a State convention, 
which will meet annually, and the State 
convention to send delegates to the 
national convention, which alao con- 
venea onoe a year, the next nesting to 
be held on July 1«, 190S, ia Chicago. 

"My impreaaion of the oonventiton as s 
whole is one of respect and admiration. 
The members were earnest and sincere, 
many of them fine thinkers and elo<|ueiit 
speakers, and all of them seeme<l to be 
imbued with but two leading principles, 
namely, love of Catholic faith and 
love of the Republic of the United 
SUtas. Ood sad Coaatxy w«a the 
motto, aad all else Csdsd lalo insig- 
nificance. There were nisay dramatic 
scenes in the convention which I am 
powerless to portray, but I firmly be- 
lieve that the American Federation of 
Catholic .Societies, so compactly united 
upon a platform of equal rights to 
all, will live in history as the most im- 
portant factor, outside the church itself, 
tor the ooauaon weal of all American 
citizens."

The 
court refused the demand of the defend- 
ants for leave to appeal from the jurisdic- 
tion of the court. The refusal "Of the 
court was due to the fact that the defend- 
ants refused to promise not to spesk pub- 
licly in the interim.

Irish Secretary Wyndbam is reviving 
coercion prosecutions in order to check * 
the rapidly growing influence of the' 
United Iridi League. Two aiembera of ' 
Pariiameat, Coaaor O'Kelly aad John' 
Hayden, together with aeveral other I 
LeaRuers, have already been anmmoned ' 
before the coercion courts for making I 
speeches in which they adfviaed their 
constituents to boycott the men who have ' 
taken the farms from which the tenants ' 
have been evicted. 

The tribunal consists of two resident ' 
Magiatrates, who may be dismissed with- ' 
oat aotioe by the Viceroy if the sentences ' 
tli^ laipaoo sre not severe caongh. Bz- 
p sii sacs hss Showa that theae Magis- 
tratsa alaiost iavsrisbly impose the ut- 
most term within their power — six 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 
O'Kelly and Hayden have repeated the 
offending speeches since they were sum- 
moned.

The farncrs have stopped the hunting 
in Roacommoa as a repriaal on the land- 
lords. In Umerick the tenants who were 

evicted from the OTtrady estate twenty 
years ago and have siuce been supported 
by the Irish Nation«list organization 
have just been reinstated iu their hold- 
ings at half the rack-rents they were 
evicted for being unable to pay. 

There is no agrarian crime in the coun- 
try, the policy of the League being pas- 
sive resistance to the nnjast ezactlona of 
tbelsadlfd. 

Ladies Cadogan, Lansdowne, Pem- 
broke aud the Duchess of Abercorn have 
ordered their coronation robes made in 
Ireland. Lady Cadogan haa written to 
all the Irish peeresses asking them to do 
likewise. This action follows the ex- 
ample set by the Uueca^ who desires that 
the coronation robes of the English peer- 
esses shall be made in Bngland. This 
blow at Paria the pretty pes r ess w oppose, 
for they fear that the London modistes 
will make frights of them. 

Dublin dispatches dated Monday stste 
that large nambers of constabulary have 
been drafted to important points in 
Mayo and Roacowmon, and a proclama- 
tion placing both oouatisa nnder the 
Crimea act is expected to be issued imme- 
diately. This influx of extra police is 
unprecedented since the days of Capt. 
Boycott. Nationalist members of Parlia- 
ment and United Iriah League apeakers 
have been moat active in Blayo and Roa- 
commoa reccnUy preaching forcible 
resistance to the authorities. Dnblin's 
reception of Messrs. Redmond, McHugh 
aud O'Donnell on their return from the 
United StKles will take the form of a 
torchlight procession and addresses at 
the Mswrfnil House.

Dispatches received at New Orle^nis 
last Sunday by Rev. Father Francis 
Brocknieier, rector of St. Francis of As- 
sissium church, convey the news of the 
murder of the Rev. Father John Valk at 
David, a town oa the Pacific coast, in the 
repablic of Colombia, where Uie revoln- 
tioa ia now raging. The faithful priest 
Shot to death. 



' Although a native of Fulda, Germany, 
Father Valk came to the I'nited States 
when a yimng man and was as.signed to 
the IJiocese of Louisville, where he was 
beloved by bis parishioners. Then Iu- 
became interested in missionary, work i ii 
Central America, on the Isthmns oTTan^ 
sma. He applied to theHoly Father in 
Rome and was asalgned to Bocas del 
Toro. The parHculara are meager, but 
they show that Father Valk met with a 
horrible death. After he had bsea shot 
to death his murderers fell npon hts pros- 
trate and inanimate body and hacked it 
to pieces with knives and machetes. The 
murderers were rebels, or Liberals, and 
the death created great sorrow and much 
indignation in various circles where li 
waa known. 

Father Valk was well known in t° 
Diocese of Loaiaville, and won the 1 
and eateem of all with whom he cam 
contact. For aome time he was stat^ned 
at St. Mary's chnrch on Eighth street, 
and afterward was on the mission in Ken- 
tucky. He will be renienibiTed through- 
out the State as a ))ricst of great learn 
ing, for he spoke German, Spanish 
French, English and Latin fluently 
Father B. . F. Cunningham, rector 

ceivod his first sppirfntment at the ti 
Father Valk did, and the two were vrr 
warm friends. 

About eleven years ago Fathqj^Vii' 
conceived his ini.ssion to lie amon^ I 
Indians of .South .'\nierica, and he w 
to Panama in 189ii. In ISiiO he return 
to Kentucky and was assigned by Bish 
McCloakey to Danville, where he ser 
for four years. At the earnest solici 
tion of the Bishop of Panama be return 
to South America four years ago. I 
miaaion was among the Indians, 
mads his life among them and was at t 
last accounts performing successful wor 
ill liif Ripuhlic of Colombia. His d' 
liict cnibi aci'il Innnlred- of miles of te" 
tory, .some of it iit-vir having l>e 
traveled by a wliiti ni ui lie suffer 
many hardships kihI "in -.s rsci-.pes fr 
massacre, and his friend.s here pleade 
with him to return, but he said he ha 
decided to devote his life work amon 
the aemi-barfaarona people of South 
America. He never appeared in the 
cities. 

Father Valk's life work was notab 
indeed. On his first visit to Sou 
America it was rcii()rte<l that he b 
been killed in the wilderness and he Wl 
mourned as dead. Soon afterward 
returned to Louisville. The old parish 
ionera of St. Mary 's were all shocked t 
hear of Father Valk's death, the news of 
which this time aeems to be authentic. 

Only a abort time ago Rev. AU>er 
Stroebele passed through the territor 
embraced in I'ather Valk's mission. T^ 
former was then on his way to St. K< 
ward's Island. His next letter may 
tain the particul^s of the cruel deed.

AND CONFUSION.

ot'iers, and strives to remedy evils 
by securing aid to continue the 
ruinous policy and benefit by shift- 
ing the los.ses on the ally. The 
blame for Great Britain's troubles 
is charged to the United States or 
Germany, whose "preten.sions" and 
activity have blocked British terri- 
torial policy and curtailed British 
trade. Which of them should be 
opposed, which sought as an ally 
and how to hamper the progress of 
either is the question on which 
British opinion is divided and at 
times antagonistic. 

Thus the London Saturday Re- 
view is openly anti-American and 
pto-Ocrman, advocating British- 
German alliance to check the pre- 
tensions and growth of the United 
States territorially and commer- 
cially; dtes the efforts of Germany 
to found colonies and establish trade 
in South America, and the compe- 
tition and probaUe resistance of the 
United States against an infringe- 
ment on the Monroe doctrine, which 
Germany can not overcome without 
British aid. It disclaims favoring an 
alliance with Germany against the 
United States, and still less one 
with the United States against Ger- 
many, but wants to hold the balance 
of power in such a conflict with the 
advantage of a friendly Germany, 
lest Germany's defeat in the in- 
tended Sonth American coloniza- 
tion result in the unbridled preten- 
sions of the ITnited States elbowing 
Great Britain out of her possessions 
in North «nd South America. The 
concession by Great Britain to the 
United States of everything in Nic- 
aragua is condemned and ridiculed. 

The London Spectator takes an 
ultra reverse position as to Ger 
many, declaring that a German 
alliance is the least stable ground 
on which to base a foreign policy, 
reviews Germany's colonial and 
trade expansion in opposition to 
Great Britain, condemns the anti- 
British sentiment and agitation in 
Germany and declares it is impossi- 
ble fo; Great Britain to expect 
friendliness from Germany, con- 
cluding with advocathig more 
friendly and closer relations with 
Russia to head off and circumvent 
Germany 's aspirations and schemes. 

These are only samples of British 
opinion from two prominent papers, 
the press, leaders in politics aud 
trade, varying from one to the 
other extreme, resulting on the 
whole in a jargon of conflicting 
opinions aud bewildering discussion 
from whidi it is difficult to form a 
judgment as to what is the senti- 
ment or future policy, but showing 
plainly the desperate condition of 
matters that seem to have banished 
reason and discretion so essential to 
remedying evils, checking misfor- 
tune and averting complete disaster. 
The British people seem to have lost 
their heads and to be in fit condi- 
tion for panic. 



SLANDBR5 HIS VICTIMS. 

The delayed reports of the con- 
centration camps in South Africa 
are at last published. The deaths 
for October were 3,1561 of which 
2,636 were children; for November, 
2.807, of which 2,271 were chil- 
dren. The total deaths for six 
months were 13,941, about half 
being children. 

Such a showing seemed to need 
some explanation, which may ac- 
count for the delay in publishing 
the reports for October and Novem- 
ber. Secretary for War Broderick 
states the high death rate is due to 
the filthy habits of the Boers. 
Rather late finding it out. Besides, 
the concentration camps are 
military control and regula- 
te continuance of such 
o filth or any un- 



sanitary cause, the blame is on the 
authorities for not remedying and 
preventing it. 

But the charge is moni. likely a 
slander to excuse the death rate of 
25-3 P^r cent, and also brand the 
Boers as degraded and slothful. | 
The Boers are noted for energy, ^ 
thrift, industry, order, cleanly | 
homes, well stocked farms, pioneers 
who developed prosperous farming, 
mining and commerce from a wil- 
derness, and remarkable for their 
strength, endurance and longevity. 
None of these characteristics indi- 
cate a people whose women are so 
filthy in their habits as to produce 
diseases with a death rate of 25.3 — 
an epidemic rate that would have 
long ago exterminated the Boer 
race. 

The fact that England attempts 
to otter excuses for the concentra- 
tion camp horrors indicates that the 
condemnation by other nations is 
being felt even in high places and 
shame, if nothing else, may cause 
the abolition of these pest holes.

Some foolish things are done in 
the name of organized labor. The 
American Federation convention 
adopted a protest against the 
United Sutes Senate confirming 
the nomination of Frank E. Raker 
as Circuit Judge in Indiana, not 
that they have any grievance 
against Baker, but because his 
father had granted injunctions 
against union workmen. This is 
not only foolish, but unjust and 
contrary to American princi- 
ple and policy. It is the pol- 
icy in Europe to ostracise indi- 
viduals because of ancestral mis 
deeds, but is a violation of .\nieri 
can law and justice to hold anyone 
responsible for the sins of his 
daddy. Every individual stands 
or falls on his own record in this 
country. The Senate is not likely 
to pay much attention to such a 
protest, and in ignoring it will give 
a deserved, though it may not be a 
beneficial, rebuke to its authors. 



The Commercial, commenting on 
the advocacy of relief for the Boers 
by Bourke Cockran and other Irish 
Catholics, intimates that if they 
knew the Boer law excluded Catho- 
lics and Jews from holding office 
and voting they would not be so 
zealous in behalf of the Boers. 
Bourke Cockran and other Irish 
Catholics know of the exclusive 
clause in the Boer law. but that 
does not deter them from condemn- 
ing British spfjliation and brutality, 
aud seeking aid for the distressed 
Boer women and children. Bourke 
Cockran and other Irish Catholics 
also know there are in the I'nited 
Stales organizations pledged and 
striving to exdnde Catholics and 
foreigners from holding office, 
voting and even earning a livinp, 
but Bourke Cockran aud other 
Irish Catholics are none the less 
loyal and ready to defend the 
Government and people of the 
United States. 



The Board of Trade committee 
seeking to induce the Government 
to establish a military camp and 
drill ground in this vicinity has 
discovered 20,000 acres of laud on 
Salt river suitable for the purpose, 
and will endeavor to have the own- 
ers offer it at a reasonable price. 
We wish the committee success, 
but it will b: just like the Kentucky 
holder of vacant and all but value- 
less land, that he will not use him- 
self, to jump the price to about 
$1,000 per acre as soon as some- 
body really wants it. Louisville 
and the State are cursed with too 
many such land owners, who will 
not improve their property, but ob- 
struct all other development, and 
will not sell except at exorbitant 
prices. 

About the silliest assertion ever 
made in puUic matters is that of 
the advocates of cheap labor who 

oppose a continuance of the Chinese 
exclusion act, which will soon ex- 
pire by limitation. They say organ- 
ized labor is divided on the question. 
Organized labor is solidly in favor of 
keeping out Jobn Chinaman, the 
only complaint being that the law is 
not exclusive eoottgh and has ; 
been effectively enforced. Organi/.t <: 



The Americans never become 
discouraged by failure and loss, but 
persist, benefiting by experience, 
till they succeed. Notwithstanding 
the years of labor, millions of capi- 
tal and number of lives lost in at- 
tempts to connect New York City 
by rail with the mainland, it is to 
be again undertaken by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, which 
proposes to tunnel under Hudson 
and East rivers to connect Jersey 
City and Long Island railwajs with 
their terminals in Xew York City. 
The underground railway is to be 
qperated by electricity instead of 
steam, thus avoiding smoke, cin- 
ders and impure air. 



You can't shut the Yankee out. 
Despite delays and objections the 
American syndicate at last is 
awarded the contract for changing 
the London railways to electricity. 
It will require several years, the 
erection of a 70,000 horse-power 
house, and cost $10,000,000. 
When this stupendous undertaking 
is complete aud in operation per- 
haps the doubting Cockneys may 
be convinced against their will of 
the superiority, hu.stling and effici- 
ency of American workmen and 
American electric railway patents 
and systems. 



Chamberlain, who caused the 
Boer war, seems likely by too much 

talk to cause its failure, or at least 
serious complications. His reflec- 
tion on the German army has 
aroused the Germans to bitterness, 
and members of the Reichstag favor 
action directirg the German Gov- 
ernment to propose to other powers 
joint intervention to stop the war 
in Sonth .Africa. Too much talk is 
sometimes more destructive than 
all the arts of war. 



Kitchener reports that the Boers 
have during the past year violated 
the articles of war by murdering 
natives suspected of divulging the 
niovenieuts of the Boers. Well, it 
has always been deemed jproper to 
punish spies with death, besides 
such a charge comes with bad grace 
from the official who respects 
neither age nor sex in his devasta- 
tion, slaughter and deportation of 
non-combatants.

Record of the float Important of 
the Recent Event* Culled 
Prom Bxchanc**.

Miaa Bnrke, who waa thrown fraoi her 
horse while on her way to the meet of 
the Roscommon Staghonnda, near Ct" 
pluttket, and was kicked in the hend liy 
the animal, died from the effects 

The water supply to the Nenagh work 
house waa atopped for aome days re 
cently. A local plnmbcr, on opening th>; 
pipe, foned the canat of the aloppage to 
be an cttonnooa eel, whidi waa ao tightly 
wedged in the water pipe that it could 
not move. 

The death is announced at Cork of 
Jeremiah f)"Rourkc, who was well known 
and very popular in the city. He was 
for many years SecreUry of the Cork 
Young Men'a Society, in which poaition 
he diaplayed marked ability aa an of^an- 
irer and administrator. 

A. Morgan, of the Provincial Bank, 
luitiis, has been presented with an ad- 
dress and a purse of sovereigns on the 
occasion of his departure from that town 
to take a more important position in the 
Bank at Killaloe. W. J. McNamara 
preaided and made the pfeaentation. 

The death occurred OM Saturday last 
in the townland of Derrawlia, Conaty 
Limerick, of a aiagnlarly remarkable cen- 
tenarian, Jamea Howard, who had then 
attained the wonderful age of 108 years. 
In the autumn of 1899, being then in his 
Kitilh year, among other singular achieve- 
ments he, it is stated, had been known to 
cut down with his own hands his field of 
corn. 

Richard O'Brien, ahoemaker. Great 
Britain street, who waa chai|ed with the 
mnrder of his wife recently, was put for- 
ward on remand at the DubUn Police 
Court, and the medical evidence making 
it impos-sible to sustain even a charge of 
manslaughter, the prosecution altered the 
charge to one of assault, on which the 
accused was sentenced to aiz months' 
impriaonmeut 

Rioting took place in Corit on Sunday 
between aoldiera and dviliana. A mem- 
ber of the Seventeenth Lancera got into 
conflict with H number of men; a crowd 
rapidly galherctl, and the soldier had to 
take refuge in the police barrack). The 
crowd, which increased in proportions, 
attacked every soldier they could find on 
the atreeta. The police were kept busy 
for aome time. 

A spedal conrt was held at Granard to 
inquire into a charge against Dr. Flana- 
gan, late Medical Officer of Ballinalce 
dispensary district, and two other young 
men, who were chargetl on remand Mrith 
throwing vitriol on a servant boy named 
Bernard Phillips. Joseph Delany, solic- 
itor, appeared for Dr. Flanagan, and Mr. 
Montgomery for the others. The ac- 
cuaed were aent for trial to next qnarter 
seasiona and conveyed to Sligo jail. 

A very serious accident occurred in 
Belfast on Saturday night last, whereby a 
young man named Robert Mills, aged 
twenty-eight years, received such injuries 
that he succumbed on MoikIhv. The 
deceaaed, it appeara, waa in the act of 
getting over a Iwarding which sur- 
mounted a wall abont aix feet high for 
the purpoae of gaining access to his own 
yard, when he accidentally fell and 
anstained aerious injuries to the spine 
and neck. 

Dr. J. J. Hopkins, Castlebar, has been 
presented with a beautifully illuminated 
address and valuable testimonial by a 
deputation from Leenane, where he had 
been medical officer for eight years prior 
to hi* present appointment in bis native 
town of Castlsliar. The piesentation 
conaistcd of a valnable hocae end trsp 
and patnniatic tirea, massive lampa and 
brass-mounted hameaa, aa wdl aa some 
valuable personal gifts, such aa a large 
American roll top desk, etc. 

The tenants on the Ellis estate, part of 
which adjdns the town of Abbeyfeale, 
aaaembled by appointment at the Court- 
houae on Saturday for the purpoae of ar- 
ranging terma for the purchase of thdr 
holdings with the agent, Peter Fittgerald, 
of Limerick. Rev. Father Casey, D. 
Leahy, solicitor; W. O'Connor, D. C, 
and M. J. Moloney spoke on behalf of 
the tenants. The negotiations had no 
definite result, and it was agree<l on to 
allow mattera to atand for a week. 

A married woman named Kelly, motfaer 
of six young children, was accidentally 
drowned on Sunday near Caatlebelling- 
ham. It appeara that the deceaaed, with 
two women, was gathering firewood 
blown down by the recent storm along 
the banks of the River Glide, when she 
stuVbled and fell into the swollen stream 
and was rapidly carried away The other 
women, who beard her screams, being 
powerless to render her aasistance, the 
body waa awept out to aea and haa not 
yet been r ecovwe d . 

Charging the grand jnrr at the open- 
ing of the Ulater winter aaaiaea at Bclfaat, 
Jnatice Glbaoo referred to the general 
peaceful condition of the North of Ireland, 
and said reports from the police offices 
had shown him this portion of the coun- 
try was in a most satisfactory state. 
referred in particular to four murder cases 
which are for disposal, two of which, he 
aaid, were of a terrible nature. The 
grand jury returned a true bill against 
the man Diver for the murder of hia 
mother in County Donegal. 

On Thursday the Dominican church at 
Athy was broken into, a Urge pane of 
glass in one of thek windows l)eiug re- 
moved. A man named James Dwyer, an 
ex-aoldier, waa arrested by Sergeant Rut- 
tie and Conatable Lane on a charge of 
having committed the offenae. He was 
ctiargcd before a special court and re- 
manded to Kilkenny prison. So far it is 
not aacertained that anything haa been 
removed. The poor-box was not inter- 
fered with, but it was secured in such a 
way as to rendtr it impossible, it is be- 
lievril, l°oi the miscreaLt to force it.

became known that a young man named 

James Brady, of Cam, a abort distance 

from the village, bad committed suicide 
by hanging himself from a tree in the 
garden situated at the rear of his own 
house. It appears from the stories cur- 
rent in the neighborhood th«t the de- 
ceaaed had l>een very .stranj^e in hia 
manners for some time previous, and 
about a fortnight before the aad occur- 
rence had absented himaelf for a whole 
night and gave no account of where he 
had l)een. 

The Iveinster assizes were opened at 
Waterford bf Chief Baron Palles, who, 
addressing the gt-and jury, said their 
business would not be of a long or diffi- 
cult character, although their jurisdiction 
extended over ao many counties. Twenty- 
one cases were to be tried. These coun- 
tiee— eleven in number— were in a peace- 
ful and satisfactory condition. Allnding 
to tbe boycott caae of O'Keeffe, Tallow, 
he said it bad become part of tbe history 
of the county. It was tried twice, on 
each occaaionShere being a disagreement 
of the jnry. County Waterford was in a 
satiafactory state except for that case. 

Justice Johnaon opened at Galway the 
winter aasices for the province of Con- 
naught. Addressing the grand jury, hia 
Lordahip said that conaidering the large 
area included, and the extent of the pop- 
ulation, the number of bills to go before 
them did not appear considerable. 
Among the Sligo convictions was one in 
which the accused was charged with 
writing a letter with a view to compell- 
ing a certain person to refrain from do- 
ing what he was entitled to do — namely 
to sell goods to a party who had incurred 
the hoetility of nia neighbora. In this 
caae Anidbony Calvey pleaded guilty and 
waa released on hia own recogizances. 

At Bansha petty aesaiona Connt Moore 

prosecutc<l John CuUinan, M. P., for 
having entered upon the lands of Clog- 
hera, in the occupation of Roger Ryan, 
in search of game without complainant's 
consent. Tbe prosecution was brought 
under the land act. Evidence having 
been given of the treapaaa, which Cul- 
linan admitted, Ryan, the tenant of the 
land, and another tenant, Daniel O'Brien, 
proved that under the previous laadlord. 
Major Bunbury, they had enjoyed the 
right of allowing their friends to shoot 
over the lands. After a long considera- 
tion the beiA:b decided to dismiss the 
believing that the tenants conaid- 
ered they had rights over game, and that 
CuUinan acte<l Ixjna fide. 

In Killaruey a man named Terence 
O'Connor, an army pensioner, aged abont 
seventy vears, residing at Newmarket 
lane, atiiMii]ited to commit .suii:ilo by 
cutting his throat with an ordinary 
dinner-knife. O'Connor, who was alone 
in hia bedroom, attired in hia drawera, 
called out to hia wife, wlw waa in the 
underneath, tliat. he was dying, 
and on entering the room ahe was horri- 
fied to find him lying in a pool of blood 
on the floor, with the b1oo<l-stained knife 
beside hini. Tlun- .v re three gashes on 
his throat, cnu- ■ ■ v. :i extended acroaa 
the neck, severing the windpipe. Drs. 
O'SuUivan, Hickson and McSweeney 
were promptly on the scene and dressed 
the wounds. For suu,,. tiuit. p;::*. he has 
been suffering from depression of spirits. 

A mysterious affair haa canaed a con- 
siderable sensation in and around Gal- 
way. A young lad named Michael Ger- 
agbty, aged fifteen, haa diaappeared from 
the CathoUc Induitriai achool at Salthill, 
just outside the dtie of thaTribea, under 
very peculiar drcumatances, and the 
moat careful aearcbea all over the country 
have failed to dlacover his whereabonta. 
The lad ia a native of Mnlllngar, and hia 
mother rcaidea at York atreet, Dublin. 
He haa been inmate of the Indnatrial 
School at Salthill for the past.two years. 
About a week ago he received a letter 
from hia mother informiug him that his 
sister bad gone out to South Africa in 
order to l>e married. The matter, it is 
believed, preyed on bik mind, and under 
tbe influence of bis n elancholy be man- 
aged to elude the vigi ince of the staS of 
the inatitntion the nig it after he received 
hia mother's letter. 

It was with much n jjret that the peo- 
ple of Drogheda bein<d lli? announce 
ment of the death of John Mangan, ex- 
Mayor of Drogheda, which occurred on 
Monday, having auceumbed to heart 
disease. For the pa8l||half century Man- 
gan waa foremost in every cauae for tbe 
good of tbe people, his name being a 
household word on tl^e lips of everyone — 
rich and poor. He was High Sheriff, 
and alao Mayor of IDnwheda. In the 
early days of the Lalbd LeSKne he was 
imprisoned in I>und«lk jail as a "sus- 
pect" under tbe regiiue of Horsier. On 
bis release he was received with |N>pular 
rejo^dngs in Droghefla, iihiminuiions, 
boufirea, etc., i> triumphal procesaion, 
with flags and bauds, meeting him out- 
j side the town. He was .i nienibi-r of all 
the public boards of Droghetla.

Wednesdsy at aooa aad were swora in 

by Mayor Grainger, after which they 
got down to work and effected their 
organization as follows: 

Board of Saiety — Harry lireiitian, 
Chairman; Edward T. Ticrniy .unl R. 
Lee Suter. John H. Shea, who filled the 
office of Secretary for the retiring boerd, 
was re-elected to that position. 

Board of Works— Capt. John H. Wel- 
ler. Chairman; John W. Vreeland and 
John H. Phelpa. Roger McGrath, who 
for the past four years has been em- 
ployed in the office of tbe board, was 
elected Secretary, the most popular selec- 
tion that could have been made. 

The Hoard of Safety re-elected Col. 
Sebastian Uuuther Chief of Police, and 
Msjor Pstrick Ridge was re-elected As- 
sistant Chief. This aaion of the board 
meets with the heerty spinoval of the 
general pablic. Both mea have beea 
long identified with the Looisyille poUoe 
force and have made excellent records. 
They have the confidence and respect of 
the men under them, and we feel safe in 
saying that the high personal and stand- 
ing of the force is assured while these 
experienced officers remain at its bead. 

Immediately following their organiza- 
tion tbe members of tbe Board of Works 
removed Clarence Parsons, who has been 
resorting to rather peculiar metboda to 
hold tbe poaitioa of dty Bngineer. Not 
satisfied with having served the term for 
which he had been appointed, be con- 
spired w ith the retiring members to per- 
petuate himself in office under an admin- 
istration to which he was hostile, but the 
new board very properly exercise<l the 
prerogative of selecting its own employes. 
Tbe board named Joshua Ilreed to suc- 
ceed Parsons, who now threatens to 
appeal to tbe courts, though City Attor- 
ney Stone and other able lawyers declare 
bis claims are illegal. Mr. Breed gave 
bond and at once entered upon the dia- 
charge of the duties of the office. He is 
regarded as an engineer of more than 
ordinary ability, having been in that 
department for twenty years, during 
twelve of which he was assistant chief. 

Mayor Grainger and the members of 
the boarda will hold conferences between 
now and January 1, when the list of pro- 
motions aad changea will be given care- 
ful consideration. Tbe consensus of 
opinion is that tbe number of changes 
will be small, and this assurance will 
result in giving peace of mind to many 
during this happy holiday season. 
While it is true that he was not the 
choice of all for the nomination, Iho.se 
who opposed him in the primary labored 
hardest for bis election, and because of 
this he haa given assnrsnces that only 
necessary cbaagea will be approved by 
him. This generous action will go far 
toward making hia administration popu- 
lar and cementing all Deeiocrats of tbe 
city into a solid phalanx.
